More than twenty years have elapsed
winoe the qnestion of anvexation was first
openly mooted in the Dritish 'rovinces of
America, In 1549 saveral able and distin.
guished men, iu varions sections of Canada,
avowed themsclves to be in favor of such a
mensure, as the best mode of developing the
remsurces of the ocountry; aud numerouns
writers sustained & movewent which, st one
time in that year, seemed likely to takaa
deep hold of the public mind on the north
side of the greal Americo.Canadian river. A
manifesto was issued, signed by more than a
thousand of the most prominent men in Mon-
treal—then, as now, the commercial capital
of Canada—infaverof a peaceabls separation
from the mother country, with a view to soak
ing admission into vur great and prosperous
Union. This proceeding alarmed to such a
degree the pro.British party that extesordi-

sprend of principles so obnoxious to their
tastes. Beveral hundred magistrates, militia
officers, and others holding commissions ander
the Provincial Government, were summarily
dismissed for having signed this dooument,
or for spesnking in puablic whalt wore
then esteemed words of treason. Those
measures were accompaniad by an assurancs
from Lord Jolhn, now Earl Rassell, then
Colonial Miftister, that her Majesty's GGovern-
ment would exert all its influence fo procure
reciprocal free irade belween the provinces
and the United States. The severity of the
Oolonial and the fair promises of the Im-
perial authorities bhad the effect of staying
for a time the growing wish of the Oanadians
to enter the Union. This assurance was at
length realized, through the able diplomacy
of Lourd Elgin, the Governor-General of
Canada, by the consummation of the raci-
prooity treaty, which, having run its period
of eleven years, was terminated on our part
because of its obvivus one-sidedunsss. The
reciproocity scheme, as wa all know, gave to
our fishermen advantages with which thoy
were content, but which, weighed against the
quid pro quo given by us in return, were as
dust in the balance. The same remurk ap-
plies with equal foree to the navigation of the
St. Lawrence, which the cunning diplomat
threw in, on the part of Capada, as a make-
weight in the bargain,

What might bave happened had onr states.
men rejected the proposals of England on
bebalf of her colonial protege can only be a
matter of conjecture. Many of Lba earnest
advocates of annexation, on both sides the
line, are strongly of opinisn that, but for the
making of this hapless treaty, Caoada would
ere this have knocked at our door for admis-
sion. We are of adifferent opinion. Prior
to our great civil war, our statesmen of all
parties wero too much engrossed in the great
political and social problew of negro slavery
to embark in outside questions, however im-
portant. This extrems indifference as to
what 80 much concerued onr neighbers' wel-
fare, and apparemtly our own, seemed to
the Canadian anuexationists most nnaccount-
able. Many of these gentlemen, who, not
unnaturally, sought sympathy and wmoral
aid at Washington, returned home dis-
gusted with the cold indifference with
which they bad been received by high offi-
cials and members of Congress. Since the
renewal of the agitation of the question
in Canada, consequent upon the termination
of the treaty, similar’ complaints have been
made. The reason for this apparent apathy
is readily eupiained. Having rooted out
slavery, and ‘ith it the complicated system
of checks .ad balances, compromises aud
bargainings between the Northfand the Sounth,
the Last and the West, something akin to
political chaos, for a time, ensued. Out of
the discordant elements which remained we
bhad to reconstruct the Union. This has
occupied five years—a period so brief in the
history of a mpation, and, considering what
bad to be done, so franght with danger to
constitutional government, that the future
historian will marvel that such vast and salu-
tary results bave been accomplished in so
brief a time. These mighty ends being now
consnmmated, our Canadian neighbors need
no longer complain of indifference on the part
of our public men or of the press. The lurge
space occupied by President Grant, in his late
message, in discussing CUanadian questions,
affords satisfactory evidence that the time has
come for the counsideration of the subject,
with a view to its early and final solation.
Whether the suggestions made by the Presi-
dent for & guasi suspension of commercial in-
teroourse between the two countries (for that
is what it amonnts to) in retaliation for
wrongs inflicted on a few fishermen are feasi-
ble or wise, they are certain to be attended
with one good result. He has fairly opened
the question, and the universal attention thus
drawn to it will convince our neighbors that
the period of indifference has at length given
place to one of careful inquiry—the certain

srecursor of more decided action.

On one point, at least, our public men of
all parties are at present agreed, viz., that
the Canadians must never hope for a renawal
of thedefunct Reciprocity treaty. If they
are not yet prepared to lay aside old and use-
less sen tim entalities, they must, if they de-
gire anything short of annexation, come to
us with a proposal to adopt our commercial
system—our tariff, in fact—as a(i;ainal all the
rest of the world—England included. That
tariff will afford the Canadians advantages
whioh a large party here elaim for it in refer-
enoe to our own nabional industries, Canada,
like this country, has its protectionist pariy:
and this party claims that Oanada possesses

reat facilities, in the shape of cheap labor,

inexhaustible \.ater-power, and abuudanes of |
raw material, for selting up a8 a manufao. |

turing country. Only one thiog they lack
a market in which to sall their sar-
plus fabrics, It is absolately certain
that their best market, outside the
provinoes, will be our almost illimitable agri.
cultural States lying south and west of the
yrovinees, In these vast aud growing mar-

sota they will in fact become cowmpetitors |

with our Eastern manufacturers. A proposi-
tion, therefore, for a new treaty lo regulate
trade between the two conntries, to be acoept-
able to any class in this coungry, must em-
brace not only this marked diserimination
against trapsatlaptic merchandise and pro-
duce, but must inclade a scheme for the free
exchange of every article, the produce or
manufacture of the respective oconntries.
Furthermore, such a socheme must cowmpre-
hend entire reciprooity in the fisheries and in
the navigabile waters, both natural snd arlifl
cial, of the two countries.

THE CAPTURE OF FORT AVRON.

Yielding, probably, as mugh fo the pres-
sure of public opinivn in Germuuy as to con-
siderations of military necessity, the firat
step in the bombardiment of Paris has been
completed. It is nnderstood that the great
gtrategical leader of the German forces has,
from the first, been opposed to any attempt
to rednce Pans by shot and shell. The troe
waster of the unilitary art is never prodigal
of human life. General von Moltke has
donbtless a very clear perception of what it
will cost to carry Paris by storm, and the
magritude of the task may fairly be guessed
at from the length of time he has refrained
from attempting it. The decided opinions
of Biswarck and Von RRoon, both of whom
are said to have advoeated more active mea-
sures, he bas been able to overrule, but
the growing discontent of Germany—a Ger-
wapy that has been giving freely of her very

proved too powerful for him. Away in
fatherland, he bas found his call for levy
after levy freely responded to. The Luad-
webr came gaily to the front, although the
defense of Germany was their allotted daty;
and now there are drafts from the Land-
eturm coming forward, of fathers and heada
of families, the bread-winners of a people
who at heart love peace, and yet there is no
murmur heard at the stern requirements of
war. Only the people have got it into their
heads that their Generals are showing a fool-
ish cleweney in sparing the stubborn and un-
expectedly heroic populace behind the walls
of Paris, and have got tired of hearing
how the ranks of their brethren get thinned,
as sortie” after sortie comes out behind the
still unsilenced forts, and after doing their
bloody work retreat safely to the same covert
agein.  If luxurious and pampered Paris can
live for weeks upon horseflesh, how much
longer may it still hold oat upon the stores
of bread and wine that are said to be 80 am-
ple? If the work is to be done, let it be
done quickly, reason the people across the
Ithine. The ravages of disease and the in-
clemency of the weather, between them, will
shertly cost as many lives as might have
effected a lodgment in the outer circle of the
Parisian forts,

Fort Avron may serve as a strong offensive
position to the Germans, or it may prove
more difficult to hold than it has been to
take. Its possession will certainly form a
check upon sorties from the northeast
which have hitherto been so successful If
there is heavy enongh artillery, as we have
every reason to believe to be the case, ready
to be monnted upon it, the fall of Rosny,
pituated on the opposite eminence, about
two miles nearer Paris, is ouly a question of
dayg and then the suburb of Montrenil will
goon be a mass of ruins, and the charmed
cirole of the outer enceinte will be
broken.
